Lonpox, June %.—The Channel tunnel.

of the House of Commons yesterday, met 
what has now become its annua) defeat. The 
promoters are not greatly discouraged, how- 
ever, by the result of the division. In 1885 
the number voting in favor of the scheme was 
99; last year it rove to 107, and yesterday ad- 
vanced at a bound to 165, Sir Edward Wat- 
kins, the chief promoter, had a conversation 
with Mr. W. H. smith a fortnight ago, when 
the latter gave him tounderstand that the 
question would de left an open one by the 
Government. At the last moment a uns- 
lined whip was sent to the Government 
supporters against the motion. This ts 
attributed to the fact that Watkins, who usval- 
ly votes with the Unionist-Liberals, abstained 
trom supporting the Government on the Mor- 
ley resolution, and has even gone so far as to 
support the Liberal candidate at Ghanet, 
where an important election takes place to- 
morrow. Roughly speaking, it may be said 
that the Liberals favor the tunnel, and the To- 
ries are against it, although there are a good 
many exceptions to the rule. I happened to . 
know that several Liberal-Unionists who ap- 
prove the tunnel admit that they voted 
against it in order to pucish Watkins. A good 
many Liberals, while notin the least alarmed 
atthe prospect of the invasion of Eugiand 
through the tunnel, are obliged to agree 
that there is much truth in Churchill’s con- 
tention that its existence is likely to lead to 
periodical panics and thus indirectly cost 
large sums of money to the taxpayers.

THE AMERICAN DRAMATIC FUND. 


The Actors’ Fund Institutes Legal Proceed- 
ings to Secure a Large Sum. 


New YOrK, June 28.—A brisk fight for $55,000 
is about to begin. The money belongs to the 
American Dramatic Fund, a charity institu- 
tion of actors, founded over a quarter of a 
century ago, but whose contributing members 


have dwindled to ascore. It is proposed to 
dissolve the association and divide the fund 
pro rata among the members. A petition was 
made tothe Supreme Court and the matter 
was referred to Elliot Sandford as referee. 
The reason given for this action is that 
the fund does not produce enough rev- 
enue to amount to anything in the 
way of charities, and that a distribution of the 
property would be fair and beneficial all 
around. The understanding is, aithongh 
there is no such definite reement, that the 
well-to-do recipients would contribute their 
shares either to their indigent companions of 
the Dramatic Fund orto some other benevo- 
lent object affecting actors. The Actor’s 
Fund isa new and lively organization con- 
trolled by some of the leading theater 
managers of this city. Very productive bene- 
fit performances have been given in this and 
other cities during the past few years, and be- 
sides spending money liberally to ald disabled 
theatrical people a large burial plot has been 
purchased, a monument erected and a surplus 
of about $40,000 suoccumulated. 
for the Dramatic Fund’s 
be made by the Actors’ through 
several of its liveliest —— and their 
determination is that no disposal of the 
money in a lump shall be made unless it be 
to amalgamate with their charity. A member 
ber of the Dramatic Fund bas been secured, as 
plaintiff in an action to enjoin the proposed 
dissolution and distribution.

An Aged Woman Claims to Be the Widow of 
Babcock, the Murdered Merchant. 


CHICAGO, III., June 28.—A woman of 80 
years, with white hair and a faltering step, 
appeared in the Probate Court to-day and 
claimed to be the widow of Walter 8. 
Babcock, the Chicago lumber merchant, who 
was mysteriously shot at Gardner, III., 
last August, supposedly by his paramour, 
Miss Sarah Dodge.

If 
Harrison had been suspected of any taint of 
Grangerism his throat would have been 
quickly cut from ear to ear. The men who 
combined to knock out the Granger candi- 
dates think that Harrison is with them in in- 
terest and sympathy. Else they would never 
have permitted his nomination, and they 
count on him as one who wil perform his 
duties to his party without coming in conflict 
with any crooked railroad interest.

MARY MALACEK’S PARENTS EXPECT TO 
FIND HER IN THE RIVER 


The Sad Termination to a Little Romance in 
the Southern Part of the City—The Girl's 
Lover Bids Her Adieu and She Disap- 
pears—Searched For by the Police—What 
the Man in the Case Has te Say. 


Mary Malacek, a pretty young Bohemian 
girl 21 years of age, who lived with her par- 
ents at 1221 Geyer avenue, has been missing 
since yesterday morning and her parents en- 
tertain grave fears that she has committed 
suicide. Yesterday ‘morning the girl was 
standing in the door of her parents 
home when the postman came along 
and handed her a letter. The letter 
was from her lover, Joseph Novotiug,a young 
man who lives on Eleventh and Soulard 
streets, and who is employed at Haydock 
Bros.’ carriage factory, on Third and Ohou- 
teauavenue. She and her lover had quar- 
relied Sunday night, but it was not a serious 
breach that had been opened between 
them, and with eager joy the girl 
tore open the envelope to read what 
she supposed was a plea from the 
man she loved forareconciliation. She did 
not dream thatit wasan announcement that 
the ties between them were tobe forever 
severed. She read his cruel words and each 
sentence, more heartless than the last, wrung 
her heart with anguish. The letter was dated 
June 26, and was as follows:

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THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Leading Ship-Owners of England Decide to 
Aid the Scheme. 


Special Cablegrem to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, June 28.—English aid is coming to 
the assistance of the Nicaragua Canal, For 
some time past agents of rival schemes have 
been over here urging the co-operation of 
British ship-owners, who have given careful 
consideration to all that has been urged by the 
various canal agents, and asa result of these 
deliberations which have extended over a 
year, upward of sixty of the leading ship- 


owners and merchants of the United kings 
held a meeting at Liverpool Tuesday and pro- 
nounced their decision. R. R. Lockett of W. 
& J. Lockett of Liverpool was Ohairman and 
those present were unanimous in passing the 
following resolution, which was moved and 
seconded by the Chilian Consul, Thomas 

and Henry Shield, the head of the Liv- 
pool Irop- works: 

This meeting of merchants and ship. 
owners of the port of Liverpool, having heard 
with satisfaction the explanation given by A. 
L. Blackman, President of the American At- 
lantic & Pacific Ship Canal Co., relating to 
the plans of the company for the coastruction 
of the Nicaragua ship canal, and having re- 

ard for the opinions expressed by James 
. C. E.; and Sir George Bruce, O. 
K., of London, past and * — Presidents of 
the Institution of Civil Engineers, to tne 
effect that after careful examination and com- 
parison of various plans for the con. 
struction ot an inter-e@ceanic ship canal 
across the ‘Territory Of Nicaragua, they 
are satisfied that the lans submitted 
by Blackman are preferable to any others, 
both as regards the working and the mainte- 
nance of the canal, its cost of construction, 
time required for its completion, and that 
owing to the great width of waterway and 
cupacity of the locks proposed, the canal 
wilt afford ample facilities for all trafic, 
however great, that may pass through it, 
as it will possess the great advantage that 
vessels can navigate at or near full speed und 
pass each other without danger or delay, 
which is not practicable in the usual type of 
canal of restricted width. 

Resolved, That the ship canal across the 
territory of Nicar ua, constructed according 
to the plans which have been submitted to the 
meeting by Mr. Blackman, would be an under- 
taking of the first importance to commerce 
and especially to the commerce of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
to that of the United States of America. The 
meeting rets to learn that owing mainly to 
existing disputes between the Government of 
Nicaragua and the American Co. concerning a 
concession granted by the Government 
to the company the carrying out of 
the project as hither been delayed, 
and trusts thatthe Government and the com- 
pany may speedily settle their differences, and 
that the undertaking may be plased on such 
basis that ample security will be afforded for 
capital seeking to be invested in connection 
with it. 

All money necessary to build the canal in 
connection with previously secured American 
capital has now been provided and England 
will prove a good second tothe United States 
in completing the work.

ALL MIXED UP. 


Confusion Caused by the Change of a Time- 
Table Man on an Eastern Road. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DirsraTocs. 


New Tonk, June 28.—For the first time, 


probably, in the history of American railroad- 
ing, the New York & New Haven Railroad on 
Monday overturned an established and com- 
plicated time-table at one fellswoop. The re- 
‘sult of it was inextricable coufusion, barrass- 
ing delay, with attending petulance on the 
part of the general public and indiscriminate 
profanity. In view of the experiences of other 


raliroads running as the New Tork & 
New Haven does into a large city, with 
an immense suburban passenger business and 
an army of commuters, it is difficult to under- 
stand how any other result than this could 
have been looked for. When the Broad street 
station at Philadelphia was opened the only 
change of the time table made was such as 
was necess to provide for the extra nile 
between the new terminus and the old station 
in the city. And yet for weeks and weeks 
trains were Brae ara anywhere from twenty 
minutes hours after the 
new schedule was put into force, and 
the work in the Superintendent’s office durin 
all this time was faithful and unremitting. 
single time table after being once sent to the 
printers was corrected and sent back forty- 
one times before it was finally issued and 
adopted. And all this came about from a 
mere necessity of adjusting a aifference of one 
mile of track toatime table already working 
smoothly and satisfactorily. 

But the New York & New Haven people, 
utterly ignoring ali this, established the move- 
ment of trains on an entirely new foundation 
and the result, at least for the time being, is 
what Milton described as ‘‘confusion worse 
confounded.’’ The New Haven time table 
looked as simple and beautiful as the alphabet 
to the men who made it out, but to the men 
who had to carry it into effect it was found 
more complicated and nerve destroying than 
the first problem in a Euclid is to a school 

It was arranged that four 
trains should go out, one directly 
after the other, the first one on the hour and 
the other three one, two andthree minutes 
after the hour. The first one was an express 
to the furthest point and the last a way train. 
This was exceedingly prettyin theory and 
seemed to do away with the necessity of re- 
membering the 4:17 train andthe 5:13 train 
and other amazing and unexpected times for 
starting. But it was found very speedily 
that the Grand Central Depot rooms 
were not large enough to accommodate 
the passengers of four trains at one time, and 
outside only the yard men who were 
accustomed to shunting one traln of cars at a 
time, found it quite another matter to handle 
four times that number. The result of the

Scene at King Thomas’ Sale.

Why Blaine Was Strong ana Why Harrison 
Is Not Weak on the Pacific Siope—A Cal-

W. D. Sanborn of San Francisco, agent of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
on the coast, and who formerly was agent for 
the same line in this city, arrived this morn- 
ing and registered at the Lindell.
